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Antioch Soon to Have 
Traffic Regulations; 
None Ever Existed 

Ordinance Being Studied by 

Village Trustees for 

March Passage 



. Antioch is going to have a new set 
of traffic laws, the first she (has 
ever had. so far as is known. 

The village trustees took home an 
18-page document with 69 para- 
graphs which were prepared by 
Village Atty, Edward C. Jacobs 
from a study of traffic laws of other 
villages, and If they find it satisfac- 
tory they will no doubt pass it as a 
law at the. next meeting in March. 

One of the very few villages.to be 
without traffic laws, 'Antioch has 
depended entirely on state laws for 
her arrests on traffic, violations. 

Chief Walter Scott arid his staff 
find that they are powerless to' ar- 
rest anyone for normal traffic law 
violations if the offense is off Main, 
Lake, or Rte. 173 the three state 
routes. 

Most of the speeding and other 
off enses are on those streets; but the 
time is here when regulation is 
needed on the other streets too. 

Most of the items of the proposed 
ordinance are adoption of state laws, 
but there are a few such as riding 
bicycles on sidewalks in the busi- 
ness district and parking which call 
for special treatment. 

None of the documents at the vil- 
lage hall record. any traffic regula- 
tions and if there ever were any 
they have been lost, Atty Jacobs 
said.

Fewer But Better 

The Herald, of Ashton, Idaho, recently 'had 
something worthwhile to say about the agricultural 
situation and outlook. It is particularly relevant 
now, in the light of the concern many people feel 
over the decline in farm income following the ex- 
tremely high peak reached during the war in Korea. 

The Herald said: "By actual records, the farm- 
er's buying power is increasing faster than the buy- 
ing pov/er of people not on farms. 

"There you have the true picture. Farmers to- 
day are fewer, but they're better. Total farming in- 
come, therefore, is divided among a smaller number. 
. . . Increased mechanization . . . more efficient 
methods . . . increase and better use of fertilizer and 
modern watering systems — all these add up to a 
bright future for the competent farmer." 

The technological revolution that began less than 
a century ago Is still on a futl-specd-ahcad basis. In 
the lost 15 years atone, the number of farm workers 
has gone down almost 40 per cent, while farm pro- 
duction has risen 30 per cent. This is the result of 
the enormous impact of 'modern agricultural machin- 
ery, coupled with the other aids mentioned by the 
Herald, on the arts of agriculture. There can be no 
doubt but that both consumers and good farmers 
have benefited enormously — both financially, and in 
the coin of better living. 

This isn't to say that all farm problems, long 
run or short run, have been solved. They never 
will be, But the tools and techniques available to- 
day certainly justify optimism as to agriculture's 
future.

By the Back Door 

The question of" just how far government 
should go in providing medical care for veterans is 
n recurrent one — and it is also exceedingly contro- 
versial and touchy, It provides room for widely 
divergent yet equally sincere viewpoints. 

The Hoover Commission report on the subject 
has been aggressively criticized. Some of the criti- 
cisms may be sound. Yet, by and large, the Commis- 



sion pointed to abuses which could be eliminated 
without in any way endangering the benefits of de- 
serving and needy veterans. Care for non-service- 
connected disabilities is a case in point. While these 
patients must file statements of inability to pay, the 
Veteran's Administration is prohibited from chal- 
lenging veracity. A random General Accounting Of- 
fice sampling of 330 declarations by veterans showed 
that many had substantial assets— $500,000 in one 
case. The commission's recommendations that an in- 
ability to pay statement be subject to verification is 
certainly reasonable. 

Most important, in the long pull, is the future 
picture. .We have millions upon millions of veter- 
ans and their number will continue to rapidly in- 
crease. It is well within the realm of possibility and 
even probability that all-inclusive government medi- 
cal care for veterans, regardless of what happened to 
them while in service, could lead to socialized medi- 
cine by the back door. We would get it even though 
the vast majority of Americans, veterans included, 
don't want it. This point should be an over-riding 
consideration in any appraisal, of the issue.

Waukegan and other north shore 
hospitals are 'jused for the clinical 
instruction.
